Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 3-5,8-18and 21-23 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The arts of record used as the basis for the previous rejection, Chu et al. (US 
6427146) and Kondoh et al. (US 20020078406) do not expressly teach or render 
obvious the invention as recited in independent claims 1,17 and 23. 

a. As to claim 1 , the arts of record do not expressly teach generating one or 
more message parsing rules by a process based on the obtained message 
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data and the template to be used in the construction of one or more message 
parsing rules, and defining positive and negative examples in an unparsable 
message by the user, learning and creating possible rules covering positive 
examples at the machine, and adding a newly created rule to the one or more 
message parsing rules, wherein the one or more parsing rules are storable for 
access by a rule-based parsing system when taken in the context of the claim, as 
a whole. Also, the arts of record do not provide a basis of evidence for asserting 
a motivation that one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made would have modified the method of constructing one or more message 
parsing rules to combine the disclosed limitations as recited in the context of 
Claim 1. 

b. As to Claims 17, being directed to the computer system having 
substantially the same limitations as Claim 1, this claim is allowable for the same 
reasoning as recited Claim 1 above. 

c. As to Claim 23, being directed to the computer product having 
substantially the same limitations as Claim 1, this claim is allowable for the same 
reasoning as recited Claim 1 above.
